last 10 seasons has exceeded the mean yield of 11.57 bushels of the 
last 52 years, but only in 6 of those 10 seasons has the rainfall 
exceeded the 52 years mean. For the 10 seasons as a whole, tine 


average of 19.12 bushels of wheat per acre has been obtained from an 
average reinfall GP aS.oq tnches. During the prévious “W2 scascns, 
the respective figures were - wheat 10.67 bushels per acre and

Generely speaking harvesting conditions were good and 
getusl! yielas were above expectations. The yield of wheat is 
31,431,547 bushels compared with the Jenuary estimate of 29,500,000; 
parley’ 34,002,576 comoered With 32,500,000; oats 8,318,296 compared 
with 8, 400, 000 and field veas 652, 795 compared with 630, OOO bushels. 


The total yield of wheat, barley and oats combined was 
foetaesri9 bushels from 3, OG7,216 acres and exceeded the previous 
pecora combined yield of 66,486, 793 bushels from 2,850, bs acres in 

1952/55 


In 1953-54, the combined yield of barley and oats exceeded 
that of wheat for the first time, and it did so again for 1955-56, 
and 1956-57.
